And this increase of reVenue in spite of

The following graphic account of the en- 
gagement at Sedan, which resulted in the 


surrender of the Emperor Napoleon, fs fur- 
nisbed by the New York Tribune's corre- 
spondent: 

The Prussian right, under Prince Albert of 
Satony, marched rapidly to close on the 
doomed French army on the right bank of the 
Meuse, which they had crossed at Reni@ly on 
Tuesday, the B0th, in the direction of La 
Chapelie, a small yillage of 980 inhabitants, 
on the road from Sedan to Bouilion, ‘in Bel- 
gium, end the last village before crossing the 
frontier. Anything more splendid than these 
men’s marching would‘be impossible to im- 
agine. [saw men lame in both feet hobpling 
slong ip thé }arks, kind comrades, Jess foot. 
sore, carrying their needie-guns. Those who 
were actualy incapable of putting one foot 
belore the otherhad pressed peasant's wagons

It was impossible to ride fast, all the roads 
being blocked with artillery, ammunition 
Wagons, ambulances, &c. AsI rode on ihe 
crest of a hill which rises sharply about 
seven hundiecd feet above the little hamlet of 
Chevauge, nestled in a grove below, a most 
glorious panorama burst on my view. As 
General Forsythe, of the U. 8. army, remark- 
ed to me later ingthe day, it would have been 
worth coming merely to see so splendid a 
scene without ‘*‘battle’s magnificently stern 
array.”’ In the lovely valley below us from the 
knoll on which I stood with the King and staff, 
we could see not only the whole valley of the 
Meuse, but alzo beyond the great roads Boise 
de Loup and Francebivall into Belginm, ana 
as far as the hilly forest of Namo, on the oth- 
_@rside of the frontier. Right at our feet 
lay the liftie town of Sedan, famous for its 
fortifications, by Verdun, and as the birth 
} place of Turenne, the great Marshal; known 
also as the place where Sedan chairs origina- 
ted. 


As we were only about two and a quarter 
] miles from town, we could ensily distinguish 
its principle edifices without field glasses. 
On the left was a pretty. church, its Gothic 
spires af eandsione offering a conspicuous 
target for the Prussian guns, had Geueral 
Moltke thought fit to bombard the town. To 
the right, on the southeast of the church, was 
large barracks, with the fortifications of the 
citadel. Behind and beyond this, 
eoutheast again, was the old chateau of Se- 
dan, with picturesque, round-turreted towers 
of the sixteenth century, very useless even 
egainst-four-pound krapp pieces. 

The building, I betieve, is now an arsenal. 
Beyond this was the citadel, in the heart of 
Sedan, on a rising hill above the Meuse to the 
» but completely commanding the 
bills on both sides of the river, which runs 
in front of the citadel. The French had 
flooded the low meadows in the valley before 
coming to the railway bridge at Bazeille, in 
order to stop the Germans from advancing on 
the town in that direction. With their usual 
stupidity, for one can find noother word for 
it, the French had failed to mine the bridge 
at Bazeille, and it was of immense service to 
the Prussians throughout the battle. The 
Prussians actually threw up earthworks on 
the iron bridge itself to pro‘ect it from the 
French, who more than once attempted in the . 
day to storm the 
bridge in hopes of breaking the Bavarian 
communication between the right and left 
barks of the Meuse. This they were unable 
to do, and although their capnon shot has 
almost demolished the parapet, the bridge 
was never materially dam§ged. On the pro- 
jectirg spurs of the hill, crowded by the 
woods of Lamarfée, of which I have already 
spoken, the Bivarisns had already ly posted two 
batteries of six-pounder rifled breerh-loadwg 
steel Krapp guns, which kept up a duel till 
the end of the day with the siege guns of Se- 
dan. Across the Meuse, still further to the 
right flank, or rather east, for our line was a 
circular one, crescent at first, with Sedan in

At the woods near Ruebecourt, midway‘ 
that is to say, in line from Bazaine, north, 
there isa ravine, watered by a tany brook, 
which was the scene of the most desperate 
struggle and of the most frightful slaughter 
of the whole battle. This stream, whose 
name I have forgotten if it ever‘had one, was 
right behind the town of Sedan from the 
woods of Fleignuse. On the north, behind 
the town, rises a hill, dotted with cottages 
and fruit-laden orchards and crowded by the 
, which runs down to the 
valley of which [ have just spoken. 

Between this wood and the town were seyv- 
eral French. camps, their white shelter tents 
standing out clear along the dark fruit trees, 
In these camps one could see throughout Abe 
Gay huge masses of troops which were never 
used even during the hight of battle. They 
stood as idle as Fitz John Porter's troops at 
the second battle of Bull Ruo. 
they must have been undisciplined Gardes 
Mobile, who the French Generals dared not 
bring out against the enemy. To.the Prus- 
sian left of these French camps, separated 
from them by a wooden ravine, was a long 
hill something like one of the hills on Long 


land. 

This hill, on which was some of the hardest 
fighting of the day, formed thé key of the po- 
sition of the French army. 
creets were covered with Prussian artillery, 
the whole town of Sedan was completely at 
the mercy of the German guns, as they were 
not only above the town, but almost within 
mueket range of it.

Having thus endeavorei to give some faint 
idea of the scene of what is in all probability 
the decisive battle of th» war, I will give an 
account of the position of the different corps 
at the commencement of tie action, premis- 
ing that all the movements were of the sim- 
pleet possible nature. 

The object of the Prussian generals was 
merely to close the crescent of troops with 
which they began into a circle by effecting a 
junction between the Saxou ¢orps on their 
right and Prussian corps on thefr.left. The 
junction took place about noon near the little 
village of Illy, on -Bazeille ravine, behind 
Sedan, of which I have already spoken. 
Onee ‘their terrible circle formed and well 
soldered together, it grew steadily smaller 
and smaller until at last the fortifications of 
Sedan itself were eutered. On the extreme 
were the Saxons, one corps d’armee, 
King Williem’é guerd; also a corps 
d’armee in reserve behind them.

From this moment the result of the battle 
could no lomger be doubted. The Freneh 
were completely surrounded and brought to 
bay, At 12:25 we were all astonished to cee 
clouds of retreating French infantry on the 
hill between Flering and Sedan, the Prussian 
battery making good practice with percussion 
amongst the retreating ranks. In less than 
halfan hour after, at 12:50, Geo. Von Roon 
called attention to another French colomn in 
full retreat, to the right of Sedan, on the road 
leading from Baselies to La Gavenne wood. 
They never halted until they got to oo 
red roofed house on the outskirts of 
itself, 

Almost at the same moment Gen. 
who was using my opera-giass, asked me te 
look at the third French column moving up a 


immediately above Sedan, doubtless to sup- 
port the troops defending the important Ba- 
selles ravine, to the southeast of town. About 
one o’clock the French batteries on the edge 
of the woods towards Touey and above it 
opened a vigorous fire on the advancing 
Prussian column of the Third Corps, whose 
evident intention it wasto storm the hill 
northwest of La Gayenne, and to gain the key 
of the position on that side, 

At 1:15 yet another French battery near the 
wood opened on the Prussian colemn, which 
was compelled to keep shifting its ground 
until ready forits final rest at the hills; and 
in order to avoid offering 20 good a mark to 
the French shelle. Shortly afterward we saw 
the first Prussian skirmishers on the crest of 
the La Gayenne hills, above Toney. 

They did not seem in great strength, 

and Gen. Sheridan, who was standing 
behind me exclaimed, ‘‘Ab, the beggars are 
tco weak; they can never bold thet position 
against all those French.”’ The General’s 
prophesy soon proved correet, for the French 
advancing at least six toe one; the Prussians 
rwere forced to retreat down the hill to seek 
reinforcements from the columns which were 
‘hurrying to their support. In five minutes 
they came back again, this time in greater 
force, but still terribly inferior to those huge 
French masses. ‘Good heaven; the French 
cuirassiers sre gving to charge them,”’ cried 
Geveral Sheridan, and sure enough a regi- 
ment of cuirarsiers, their helmets and 
breast-plates flashing in the September 
sup, form in sections of squadrons, 
dashed down on the Prussian skirmishers 
without deigning to form im line. Sauares 
are never used by the Prussian infantry. They 
received the cutrassiers with a crushing, quick 
fireat about ‘one hundred yards distance, 
loading and firing with extreme rapidity and 
unfailing precision into the lines of vhe French 
squadrons. The effect was startling. 
Over . went horses and men im 
masees, avd regiments of proud French 
culrassiers went hurriedly back in disorder, 
went back faster than they came, went back 
scarcely a regiment in strength, and not at all 
aregiment in form. Its comely array was 
suddenly changed into hopeless and shapeleas 
crowds of flying men. The moment the cul- 
rassiers turned back the brave Prussians ac- 
tually dashed forward in hot purswt at 
double quick, the infantry plainly pushing 
the flying cavalry. Such a thing has not 
often been recorded in the annals of war. 
I know not when an example to compare 
precisely with this has occurred. There was 
no more striking episode in the @attle. When 
the French infantry saw the cavalry thus flee- 
mg before foot soldiers tkey in their turn 
came forward and attacked the Prussians. 
The Prussians waited quietly, patiently en- 
duritg the rapid and telling fire of the] chasse- 
pots, till their enemies had drawn 50 near as 
to be within a hundred yards of them. Then 
they returned with the needle guns the rapid 
fire from the chassepots, and the French in- 
fantry could no more endure the Prussian 
fire than the cavalry to whose rescue they had 
come. The infantry fiedin ites turn, and fol- 
‘owed the cavalry tothe place from whence 
they had come—that was beyond the ridge, 
some five hundred yards on the way to Se- 
dan, where the Prussian mitraellours, with 
their teasing fire, could no longer reach 
them.
